2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 2 
specifically citing claims numbers is improper. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claiml, 8, 13 20 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1 
master drive 1 1 should not be in parenthesis, just 1 1 should, only reference characters 
or numbers should be in parenthesis. The other claims cited have similar problems. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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4. Claims 14-16 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. It is not proper to 
just cite a "preamble of claim 13 ". 



5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Miyashita et al as cited by applicant in view of Yoneda et al. Miyashita et al discloses 
method for controlling a production unit with at least one primary drive and at least one 
dependent drive whose movements depends directly or indirectly on the movement of a 
master shaft of master drive, characterized in that dependent drive is in each case 
assigned a servo actuator in that servo actuator determined form an input signal a 
desired value for independent drive and convey desired value to dependent drive, see 
fig 3 #1,2,4,5,16,17,15, and col 3 lines 45-60, col 4 lines 25-50, and col 5 lines 30-60. 
Miyashita et al lacks disclosing limit value. Yoneda et al discloses limit value, see col 2 
lines 40-55. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the 
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production unit of Miyashita et al with the limit value stored of Yoneda et al for 
synchronization error and preventing instability. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Prior art discloses synchronization.
